To start, thanks for getting us back up to 
speed on Red Wolf. As someone who really 
enjoyed his recent solo and was sad to see 
it end so abruptly, I'm super hyped that he’s 
back here! It’s tragic that he’s losing his 
memory of his past, though, and even some 
of the things he was taught there, like that 
cool wolf whisperer ability. Hope he still 
remembers his mother at least. 

After that, what really got me to fall in 
love with this issue were the two passionate 
indigenous youths, Silas and Frank Fireheart. 
Though they were in the last issue, they 
came off as abrasive and apprehensive, and 
while that did make for a fitting juxtaposition 
with the poor situation they all were in, it 
didn’t add much for likability. That did a 
complete 180 here, all thanks to the focus 
you guys chose to give them, and | really 
appreciate that. We even got to get a bit 
more properly in their heads, too. They're 
both earnestly passionate young men, but 
Silas is angrier at the world in general, and 
while Frank isn’t strictly happy about his lot, 
he’s considerably more level-headed and 
calm. You can even see a bit of how Silas 
low-key talks down to his cousin as a bitless 
capable and “worldly,” only for that notion 
to get shut down a few panels later when 
Frank has to correct Silas’s vocabulary. The 
two are also pretty darn cool, in general and 
in a fight, and Silas seems to be an inventor 
of sorts, not to mention a total closet geek/ 
nerd. All this in just one issue that they 
shared in focus with everyone else. So that's 
also an example of masterful storytelling on 
top of everything else. 

I've been real receptive to the various 
scattered handful of new minority Marvel 
Heroes of late, and now, despite their very 
short time existing, I’m already on the 
Fireheart bandwagon thanks to Silas and 
Frank this issue. 

So I'll end my gushing with these two 
questions and a farewell. First, exactly how 
old are the cousins?
